He  held  positions 
as  carillonist  in  Nebraska,  at 
Stanford  University,  and  at 
the  University  of  Kansas 
before  his  appointment  to  the 
position  at  the  National  Cath- 
edral in  Washington.  D.C.  in 
1963. 

In  addition  to  his  carillon 
playing  at  the  Washington 
Cathedral,  he  has  taught 
many  prominent  students, 
served  as  consultant  for  im- 
portant carillon  installations. 


and  has  been  active  as  a 
composer,  arranger,  and  re- 


searcher of  music  for  the 
carillon. 

Among  his  many  published 
works  is  his  edition  of  the 
complete  collection  of  the 
“Preludios"  of  Mathias  van 
den  Gheyn.  the  eighteenth 
century  Belgian  composer 
whose  works  are  to  the  carillon 
what  Bach's  are  to  the  organ. 
It  has  become  standard  reper- 
tory for  American  carillon 


players,  and  is  probably  the 
greatest  single  contribution  to 
the  literature  of  original  music 
for  the  instrument.  His  pro- 
gram in  Cohasset  will  include 
many  of  his  own  pieces. 

The  bells  are  heard  to  good 
advantage  from  the  Cohasset 
Common  and  adjacent  areas, 
including  the  courtyard  at  the 
base  of  the  carillon  tower. 
Printed  programs  are  pro- 
vided at  the  time  of  the  recital.

Drama  Workshop  Does  Itself  Proud 


Once  again  the  Cohasset 
Drama  Workshop  Summer 
Company  has  performed  a dif- 
ficult play  with  elan.  Under 
the  direction  of  Ron  Emmons, 
the  cast  can  be  proud  of  last 
weekend’s  performances  of 
Jules  Feiffer's  comedy 
"Knock.  Knock". 

The  play  was  difficult  in  that 
it  required  the  audience's  (as 
well  as  the  characters')  dis- 
association.  a separation  from 
the  belief  that  events  would 
occur  as  normal  consciousness 
dictates.  We  and  they  were 
thrown  into  a chaotic  fairy  tale 
where  nothing  and  everything 
seemed  real. 

Cohn  and  Abe  are  two  old 
geisers  who  have  lived  a 
secluded  existence  for  over  20 
years  in  a cabin  in  the  woods. 
One  night  their  quibbling  but 
otherwise  safe  and  peaceful 
lives  are  interupted  by  the 
granting  of  one  of  three  wish- 
es afforded  Cohn.  With  the 
subsequent  visits  of  a Wise- 
man who  punctuates  the 
play's  action  with  his  reap- 
pearances as  a gambler.  main- 
man  and  judge,  and  of  Joan  or 
Arc  w ho  later  metamorphoses 
into  a shrewish  hausfrau.  we 
were  left  wondering  where  the 
difference  between  life  and 
death,  right  and  wrong,  could 
be  found  if  they  could  be 
found  at  all. 

Perhaps  the  play  doesn't 
remain  in  what  we  know  as 
reality,  because  realism  is 
likened  to  despair  by  the 
characters.  At  one  point  Cohn 
believes  he  has  shot  and  killed 
Abe.  only  to  find  that  Abe  has 
come  back  to  life  again  — re- 
incarnated. as  it  were.  What 
Abe  himself  seems  to  find  a 
worse  fate  than  death,  though 
not  so  terrible,  after  all.  is  the

Although  Joan's  first  mis- 
sion was  to  recruit  Cohn  and 
Abe  on  a spaceship  to  heaven, 
she  succeeds  by  having  her- 
self lifted  to  that  elusive  lofty 
place,  and  more  importantly 
by  finally  removing  the  crotch- 
ety pair  from  the  cabin,  into 
the  "outside"  once  again. 
Cohn's  blase  response  to  this 
emergence.  “You  know,  it's 
not  so  bad."  implies  that  the 
pair  will  go  on  to  bigger  and 
better  things,  that  their  reap- 
perance  in  the  world  will  not 
be  a horrible  and  debilitating 
experience.
